BIG CROWD AT TBE HEARING 


BEFORE SQDIIE LEE S. LAKE IN THE 


COURT BOOSE * 


J. E, Priest First ot Several Witnesses 


Called by State to These 


Cases. 


..Robert Henninger, George Raab and 


George E. Collins, the three latest su's 
pe'cts who are held for the murder of 
Homer Loar, who was assassinated in 
cold blood near the Wehrle foundry 
one week ago, were on Thursday after- 
noon brought before 'Squire Lee S 
Lake for a preliminary hearing. The 
hour f<jr trial was et for 1 o'clock, 
and long before that time, the littlp 
court room was packed to suffocation. 
The hall outside of the 
court room 


was crowded so that ingress or egress 
was almost impossible. Upon the sug- 
gestion of Prosecutor 
Fitzgibbon it 


was decided to hold the trial in the 
basement of the "court house. 
The 


necessary permission was secured and 
the scene soon changed. 


The big crowd was not to be disap- 


pointed and soon filled the court room. 
Court Stenographer Cooper was en- 
gaged to'take stenographic 
notes of 


the testimony. 


J. E. Priest was the first witness 


called by the state. Seven were sub- 
poenaed, al being the companions of 
the murdered man. Priest told the 
court that they left the interurban car 
at Eighth street and 
proceeded on 


their way towards the foundry. He told 
of the crowd that stopped the non- 
union JJBJ&SL and.Jstated-.-that,he^5sas»B8t. 
stopped but that Loar and several oth- 
ers were detained. He heard the re- 
volver shots and saw Loar-coming to- 
wards Priest. He dropped to the 
ground and Priest continued to the 
foundry- Priest was asked to look at 
the prisoners and if he could identity 
any of them. The witness without 
hesitation testified that he saw Ro- 
bert Henninger in the 
crowd which 


held up the little party near the foun- 
dry 


On cross examination Priest told 


Attorney P. B. Smythe that he saw 
Henninger, Bechford 
and 
Oden on 


Eleventh street a week or more before 
the shooting and that they asked him 
to quit working at the foundry. 


B. F. Jenkins, residing near Han- 


over, a polisher at the Welfrle plant, 
\vas next called. He testified 
prac- 


tically the same as Priest. He told 
the court that at Eleventh street a man 
wnom he did not know ran across the 
canal bridge and whistled, and that a 
crowd of men assembled from 
the 


darkness and obstructed their path. 
Jenkins and Priest passed through the 
attacking^party and had proceeded but 
a few steps when he heard shots fired. 
When asked to identify the prisoners, 
the witness stated that he saw Collins 
and Henninger 
in the crowd. The 


witness testified that he carried a re- 
volver in his belt, but that he did not 
remove it from its place. 


An argument followed between the 


attorneys when Mr. Smythe asked the 
witness if his brother pulled his re- 
volver. The court ruled that the wit- 
ness could not testify as to the acts of 
his brother. 


Several times during the cross ex- | 


amination the attorneys for the de- 
fendants alluded to the party of non- 
union men as "the 
ganj?." Prosecu- 


tor Fita.stfbbon objected to this style 
of questioning:, and stated that these 
men were going peaceably on their 
way to work. 


Frank Crown, another one of the 


party, lold 
practically 
the 
same 


story as the two preceeding witness- 
es. When asked to identify the de- 
fendants. Crown stated that Geor.se 
Raab. 
(pointing out the prisoner), 


caught his arm and took him back fo 
the canal bank. This was after the 
party had entered the field- When 
they reached the canal, they were re- 
leased and told to go on home. The 
witness saw Homer Txinr turn after 
the shot was fired -an 3 walk away.

Clerk of the State Insurance Depart- 


ment Challenges the Statement of 
the Former president of the Bank- 
ers' Life—Report of Andrew Hamil- 
ton Received For Record. 


New York, Dec. 28.—Louis F. Payn, 


former superintendent of insurance of 
the state of New York, was called 
before tbe insurance inquisition. He 
explained a large number of appoint- 
ments of confidential examiners on 
the ground that an unusual number of 
examinations were made during his 
tenure of office. Mr. Hughes produced 
a list which showed that in'1897 two 
examinations were made, and in 1898 
two more were made. The affairs of 
the Mutual Reserve Life Insurance 
company were taken up with the wit- 
ness, and during this line of examina- 
tion Mr. Payn stated that he had been 
opposed to Mr. Bernham Ss president 
of the Mutual Reserve and said he 
had tried to get him out. Mr..Hughes 
asked why he had tried to get him 
out, and Mr. Payn flatly stated, "Be- 
cause I thought him a crook." 


Henry D. Appleton of the state in- 


surance department was called. He 
completed his testimony begun last 
Friday, and during the examination 
was told that Mr. Morgan, former 
president of the Bankers' Life Insur- 
ance company, testified that Mr. Ap- 
pleton had saiditwouklcost the Bank- 
ers' Life $50.000 to reincorporate. Mr. 
Appleton somewhat heatedly said, "If 
Mr. Morgan said that he is a liar." 
He was called to order by Chairman 
Armstrong. 
. Andrew Hamilton, legislative agent 
of the New York Life company, aad 
who, 
according to testimony, has been 


entrusted with hundreds of thousands 
of dollars by the company and has not 
accounted for $235,000, has been heard 
from by the legislative insurance in- 
vestigating committee, but has de- 
clined to make an accounting. A 
statement by Mr. Hamilton was read 
for the record. It ,was presented by 
Secretary John C. McCall of the New 
Tork Lif%~-who went to Paris to se- 
cure an accounting from Hamilton. In 
his statement Mr. Hamilton says that 
he is unable to produce any books or 
accounts because he undertook the 
legislative matters for the life insur- 
ance companies with the express un- 
derstanding that he Was to make no 
accounting. 
Absolute secrecy was 


necessary in retaining 
assistants, 


therefore no checks were used in 
making payments. 
Hamilton cited a 


number of legislative bills in which he 
had been interested. A list of ex- 
penses from 1899 to 1904 was append- 
ed to the statement. 
The- sum of 


$235,000 unaccounted for, he says, 
would be greatly reduced by bis run- 
ning account still unsettled and open, 
and, as a matter of good faith, he of- 
fers to deposit $100,000 with the com- 
pany. 


PLAN REVOLT ON BIG SCALE 


Success of the Insurgents In the Bal- 


tic and Interior Provinces Creates 
Consternation at the Capital—Rein- 
forcem'ents Dispatched to Moscow, 
Which Is Cut Off. 


St. Petersburg, Dec 28.—The latest 


intelligence from the provinces shows 
an alarming extension of the strike. 
Krothnava, a barracks town of Lithu- 
ania, having about'80,000 inhabitants, 
seems absolutely in the hands of the 
Socialists, who have summoned the 
people to armed rising, and the situ- 
ation is so serious at Krementchug, 
South Russia, that the governor has 
declared martial law "for the purpose 
of restoring peace and insuring the 
elections , to the national assembly." 
At Saratoff, in eastern European Rus- 
sia, wholesale arrests have 
been 


made, but the strike is extending. At 
Kieff 
serious collisions have taken 


place between the troops and strikers, 
during which about 40 persons were 
killed or wounded. The employes of 
the Southwestern railroad did not re- 
port for duty and were dismissed. The 
Rizan-Ural railroad is tied up. 


Armed rebellion on a large scale has 


been jl-r- ' 'n Poland. The Socialist 
revolclionai. >, encouraged by 
the 


success of the insurgents in the Baltic 
provinces and of the situation at Mos- 
cow and in Russia generally, have de- 
cided that the moment has come io 
try to cast off the yoke of the autoc- 
racy. The tactics to be followed are 
the same as those adopted at Moscow, 
the rising to be preceded by a general 
strike, which already has practically 
come into operation, bringing about 
half the railroads in Poland to a 
standstill. 


A newspaper correspondent station- 


ed at Moscow succeeded in getting 
the St. Petersburg bureau by tele- 
phone, but had only uttered the words, 
"I am going to tell you a horrible 
story," when he was cut off. Since 
then nothing has been heard from the 
correspondent. The Seminovsky regi- 
ment of guards was dispatched 
to 


Moscow by tratrtr^Tnis is considered 
rather ominous.

Advices from Moscow say the situation 
there is graver than ever. Hostilities 
have spread to the neighboring dis- 
tricts and the peasants are responding 
to the appeals to arm themselves. 


There are no signs yet that the end 


of the civil war at Moscow ia in sight. 
The revolutionists are surprising the 
ing in the ranks of'the insurrection- 
shown. 


The most savage passions have been 


exhibited not only by Cossacks, but 
by the revolutionists as well, and es- 
pecially by the women, who are fight- 
ing in the ranks of the insururection- 
ists. 


The number of casualties among the 


rebels has been decreased owing to the 
change in their tactics in fighting from 
houses instead of behind barricades. 
The casualties now number about 200 
a day, while 27 houses destroyed by 
artillery is the record of one day. 


The police have discovered evidence 


that a general uprising'and armed re- 
volt had been planned to take place in 
St. Petersburg in support of the Mos- 
cow insurgents. 
Many of the 
St. 


Petersburg revolutionaries were ar- 
rested.

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BULLET IM MAN'S BRAIN 


But Like the Case of John Marker, Newark Holder, This 


Toledo Man Is 
tfecoverlng-Suffers 


No Inconvenience, 


A remarkable case, and one of fepe- 


cial interest to the medical profession, 
Is that of a Toledo man, John Schmidt, 
whobe miraculous recovery and escape 
from death as a 
result ot a bullet 


wound in the head, recalls, and 
is 


only equalled, by that of John Marker, 
,he Newark icolder whose remarkable 
recovery from a bullet wound received 
in practically the same manner, and 
which has attracted considerable at- 
tention. The case of the Toledo man, 
in question, is as follows: 


On December 9 Scmidt attempted to 


commit suicide by 
shooting in the 


head. He was taken to the hospital and 
Dr. Henzler found a hole large enough 
to hold a little finger and nearly four 
inches deep. The probe revealed a 
hard substance at the bottom of the 
hole 
An operation was decided upon, 


but while the preliminaries were be 
ing arranged, the doctor discovered an 
other hard substance under the cheek 
bone 
As only one shot was fired, this 


caused some speculation and it was de- 
cided to use the X-Ray. 


The ray revealed that the bullet tiad 


struck a bone and splintered into five 
pieces, the first one in the brain dn a 
line with the ears, the second in the 
posterior fissure and the third resting 
on the bone back of the right eye, de 
stroying the sight of that optic 


As the patient had recovered con- 


sciousness and was apparently resting 
easily, it was decided not to operate 
The wound was 
carefululy watched 


and the man gradually improved un- 
til today, when he was discharged as 
entirely recovered 
The most remark- 


able part of the affair'is that his mind, 
which had been temporarily deranged, 
is now as strong as it ever was 


Now, the case of Marker, which is 


quite similar to the above, is of equal 
interest." On October 16, Michael Good 
win, a striking polisher at the Wehrle 
nlant, and John Marker, a molder, 
were shot during an encounter -with 
wo non-union foreigners employe] - 
the foundry 
Goodwin was instantly 


killed, and Marker sustained injuries 
which were conquered 
necessarily 


fatal. Upon examination it was foun$ 
that, the bullet which struck Marker, 
entered above the right eye, and pen- 
etrated the skull. Iff passing through 
the skull was slivered and a number 
of pieces were removed from the brain. 
About 25 pieces of bone that had been 
carried into the wound were also re- 
moved from the brain. 
, 


After about ten days after the opera- 


tion the injured man was removed to 
his home in Pine street, the doctors in 
charge stating that his chances for 
recovery were practically gone. Sev 
eral times after his removal to his 
home, through lack of professional 
nursing, the wound became infected, 
and on three different occasions the 
doctors gave up the slender chances 
for Marker's life. Slowly, he began to 
improve and today is completely re- 
covered, being in his usual health. 
His mind was not in the least affected 
by the pressure on the brain, and the 
wound is entirely healed. 


It is understood that Mr. Marker is 


to soon engage in the restaurant busi- 
ness in "West Newark. 


In commenting upon the case of the 


Toledo man, Doctor Henzler, in charge, 
says: 


"It is one of the most peculiar cases 


that has come under my observation 
The bullets are in a portion of the 
brain where they are not likely to af- 
fect Schmidt's mental or physical 
health 
If Schmidt progresses as I be- 


lieve he will nothing more will be 
necessary."

With Railroad Companies-Commission Profits by

"Home Coming Week." 


THE EXEEOISES TO BE ELABOEATI 


"Welcome," «Fo«ter,» "Daniel Boone" 


and ''Greater Kentucky" bt»>» Will 
•e Celebrated Next June—Clianvei 
for Former Kentncklan* to Win 
Uaadcome' Price*— Several Band* 
Will Render a Fumona Sous. 


Acting upon a suggestion made to It 


by a young lady born in Kentucky, but 
now living in Colorado, the Louisville 
Commercial club is to have a "home 
coming" for all Kentuckians next June, 
eays a Louisville special dispatch to 
the Jfew York Globe. The plans as far 
as matured contemplate a celebration 
much 'more extensive than any of the 
"home coming" weeks ever held in 
New England. 
The dates fixed are 


June 18, 14, 15,16 and 17. 


The first day will be known as "re- 


ception and welcome day." Every coun- 
ty in the state will establish headquar- 
ters in the new armory at Louisville, 
•where registration of visitors will take 
place. This will be followed by a civic 
and military parade. Colonel Hpnry 
Watterson has been Invited to deliver 
the chief address of welcome and for- 
mer Governor David R. Francis of 
Missouri the response. Among many 
others invited to appear on the pro- 
gramme are former Senators "William 
Lindsay and John G. Carlisle of New 
York city, Associate Justice John M. 
Harlan of the United States supreme 
court; former Governor Thomas T. 
Crittenden of Missouri and former Vice 
President Adlal E. Stevenson of Illi- 
nois. 


Thursday, June 14, is to be "Foster 


day" in honor of Stephen Collins Fos- 
ter, the author of the Immortal song 
"My Old Kentucky Home." The events 
of the day will include brass bands 
and vodal concerts, it being planned to 
mass several bands to render "My Old 
Kentucky Home" and have a chorus of 
several thousand children honor Fos- 
ter's memory. The' Commercial club

Then, does the great Stat 
of Ohio give credence to any such un 
derhanded methods as this case has 
witnessed? Before a crime has been 
committed a set of unscrupulous hire 
lings have been pat on my track.known 
to your honor and two or three other 
persons, to secure my ruin. By so do 
ing I claim Ohio will regard you am 
voiir conspirators partis criminis.
